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Pros and Cons of City’s Position 
On Master Plan Amendments Debated 


TWO YOUNG HEROES SAVE 
GHI HOMES FROM FIRE

Two Greenbelt teenagers are credited with probably 
having saved a four-residence row of frame homes from 
destruction by fire on the morning of Thursday, February 
1. The fire started in an electric clothes dryer in the laundry 
room addition of 4-T Laurel Hill Road in Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI). The two young men used a couple of fire ex¬ 
tinguishers and a garden hose to fight the blaze until the 
first fire equipment could reach the scene. Although the 
home at 4-T was left uninhabitable, three houses flanking 
it were untouched except for a bit of smoke odor in two 
of them.

At a worksession on Jan¬ 
uary 29, the Greenbelt City 
Council worked to develop 
positions on the remaining 
issues in the county’s pro¬ 
posed Sectional Map Amend¬ 
ment (SMA). Council ex¬ 
pects to take formal action 
on these positions at its Feb¬ 
ruary 12 regular meeting. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld will 
present the final position at 
the public hearing scheduled 
to begin at 7 p.m. on Tues¬ 
day, February 13 in the El¬ 
eanor Roosevelt High School 
auditorium. 

The first of the remaining is¬ 
sues is the Transit District Over¬ 
lay (TDO) proposed for the area 
around the planned Greenbelt 
Metro station. The two others 
relate to Sunrise property and 
Green Springs II. When ap¬ 
proved, the SMA will rezone 
properties in the Langley Park- 
Cdllege Park-Greenbelt Planning 
area in accordance with the re¬ 
cently adopted master plan. 

As usual, the Sunrise property 
caused the greatest problems for 
council. The property, a 9.9 acre 
tract between the Holiday Inn 
and Greenway Village apart¬ 
ments, is currently zoned R-10. 
This zoning permits the construc¬ 
tion of high-rise apartments. The 

Council Holds Hearing 
On Map Amendment 

The Prince Georges County 
Council will hold a public hear¬ 
ing to examine the proposed Sec¬ 
tional Map Amendment (SMA) 
for the Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt Planning Area at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
on Tuesday, Peb. 13 at 7 
p.m. The Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt Planning Area 
includes Planning Areas 65 (ex¬ 
cluding the City of Takoma 
Park), 66, and 67, and contains 
about 28 square miles of land. 

The proposed SMA, prepared 
by the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
is primarily based upon the land 
use recommendations contained 
in the Adopted and Approved 
Master Plan. This SMA imple¬ 
ments the land use planning 
process. 

Copies of the proposed SMA 
are available at the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building and the 
Greenbelt library. Persons desir¬ 
ing to speak should call the 
Office of the Clerk of the Coun¬ 
cil (952-3600) to register in ad¬ 
vance. Persons may also register 
to speak at the hearing site. 
Speakers will be allowed up to 
five minutes to present testimony. 
Written testimony and/or exhibits 
will be accepted in lieu of, or in 
addition to, oral testimony. The 
hearing record will remain open 
15 calendar days following the 
hearing. 


property owner has taken the 
necessary actions to protect his 
right to build such apartments 
on the site, regardless of any 
future rezonings. 

In approving the master plan, 
the district council left open the 
possibility of rezoning the prop¬ 
erty for commercial-office devel¬ 
opment. The district council is 
the county council sitting on zon¬ 
ing matters. 

The Greenbelt City Council, 
once again, is left to choose be¬ 
tween two options it finds dis¬ 
tasteful. Council has frequently 
stated its opposition to the pro¬ 
posed high rise apartments, but 
neither the city nor county can 
revoke the owner’s right to build. 
Many residents from Greenbelt 
East have urged council to seek 
and support commercial devel¬ 
opment of the property. However, 
the proposals presented by the 
owner call for a level of density 
that's far too high for council’s 
taste. Originally th e developer 
proposed three office towers con¬ 
taining a total of 650,000 square 
feet. 

City Planning and Development 
Coordinator Celia Wilson told 
council that no conditions may 
be placed on rezonings done 
through an SMA. She said that 
if the property is rezoned com- 
mercial, and the developer could 
accommodate one million square 
feet on the site, he could con¬ 
struct that much. Because the 
property has already been sub¬ 
divided, it will not be subject to 
the adequate public facilities 
test regardless of zoning, she 
said. 

Wilson noted that council had 
earlier supported rezoning the 
property R-18, medium density 
residential. However, she point ad 
out that an R-18 rezoning would 
create a non-conforming use, 
which is not permitted. City 
Manager James K. Giese said 
that supporting R-18 or taking 
no position would both encourage 
the district council to make their 
own decision for the site. Wilson 
advised council that if the prop¬ 
erty were rezoned, the owner 
would be free to build either the 
planned apartments or an un¬ 
limited amount of commercial 
space. 

Wilson said that there is a 
presumption of correctness for 
an SMA, making it unlikely that 
a rezoning request would be ap¬ 
proved for at least five years. 
She agreed that the district coun¬ 
cil could approve a rezoning, but 
G>se noted that the county would 
risk being sued by an aggrieved 
party. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld urged 
council to take no position and 
notify the planning board that 
the city is attempting to reach 
an agreement with the developer. 
He suggested that staff notify 
the developer that the city is will¬ 
ing to discuss possible commer¬ 
cial development of the property. 
Weidenfeld said that he would 
not agree to support R-10 zon¬ 
ing. 


Council members, Edward Pu- 
tens and Joseph Isaacs saw little 
choice but to support the current 
zoning. Putens said he under¬ 
stood Weidenfeld’s concern, but 
said the council members must 
ask themselves what is the worse 
of two evils—continuing with the 
current zoning or allowing the 
developer to build an unlimited 
amount of commercial develop¬ 
ment. 

Isaacs argued that council has 
let the developer know they are 
willing to support a lower density 
commercial project, but has re¬ 
ceived no response from him. 
He argued that there is no indi¬ 
cation that the developer is will¬ 
ing to restrict the square footage. 
He said that he could not support 
even the developer’s lowest den¬ 
sity proposal for 450,000 square 
feet. Isaacs opposed Weidenfeld’s 
suggestion that council take no 
position. He argued that there 
is already momentum in the dis¬ 
trict council toward C-0 zoning. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram urged council to continue 
to support its previous position 
in recommending R-18. She asked 
whether the city could recom¬ 
mend commercial townhouse de¬ 
velopment, but Wilson said that 
would constitute a condition on 
the SMA rezoning, which is not 
permitted. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. White 
said that council should tell staff 
if there is a limit to the amount 
of commercial development it will

On that Thursday, only a cou¬ 
ple of minutes before rine o'clock, 
Ted was at Tim's house ready 
to drive them to another day at 
Eleanor Roosevelt. When they 
heard a Greenbelt fire engine 
leaving the fire house, thev 
flipped on Tim’s scanner radio 
ana heard that the Greenbelt 
comoany was being sent to a 
oroblem on the Beltway. The next 
call they heard was for the Ber¬ 
wyn Heights department to re¬ 
spond to a fire in the 4 Court 
of Laurel Hill Road in Green¬ 
belt! 

The two young men dashed 
into the parking lot and at first 
glance thought the dispatcher 
had the wrong court number. But 
then a resident of 4-T ran out 
yelling that his house was on 
fire 

Ted broke the laundry window 
to release smoke and heat pres¬ 
sure, while Tim went home to 
get on his firefighting protec¬ 
tive gear—helmet, jacket, pants 
and boots. Then Tim discharged 
a home fire extinguisher through 
the window opening at the focal 
point of the still small but smoky 


Council Raises Fine for Handicapped Parking

In a response to a petition, 
council voted 4-1 on Januarv 22 
to increase the fine from $25 to 
$50 for illegally parking in a 
handicapped space. Other park¬ 
ing violation fines are $10. The 
measure will take effect after 
council approves a revised park¬ 
ing ordinance. Council also di¬ 
rected the chief of police to pre¬ 
sent information on the extent 
of the handicapped parking prob¬ 
lem and the effectiveness of the 
current fine. 

Couneilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram voted M*vor 

tem Thomas X, White’s motion 
to increase the fine. She argued 
that people should not be penal¬ 
ized for parking in a handicap¬ 
ped space when the severe park¬ 
ing shortage on the petitioner’s 
street. Parkway, has not bpen re 
solved. She suggested looking 
for other ways to resolve the 
problem. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
favored increased towing, sin^e 
merely ticketing requires the 
handicapped person still to park 
elsewhere. City Manager James 
K. Giese said that towing would 
increase the city’s liability and 
delay the ticket ; ng officer, who 
must remain with the vehicle 
until the tow truck arrives. He 
noted that the city uses a tow¬ 
ing service with a secure im¬ 


poundment lot for such purposes. 
White jokingly suggested that 
the city purchase a used ’boot.” 

Gerald Jenkins, sneaking for 
the petitioner, praised police for 
their prompt resoonse to viola¬ 
tions, but said that they some¬ 
times gave warnings instead of 
ticketing violators. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld questioned the logic 
behind issuing warnings and 
hoped the practice would be dis¬ 
continued. 

Other Actions 

Giese discussed the city’s 1988- 
89 audit report and some prob¬ 
lems with the city’s records. 
Some of these problems stemmed 
from the departure of the city’s 
accountant just before the end 
of the fiscal year. 

Problems with the city’s com¬ 
puter system required extra work 
from the auditors and staff to 
correct. These problems also re¬ 
quired the city to prepare Qc- 
to u er refuse collection bills man¬ 
ually. 

Desnite these nroMems, Giese 
reported that the city's finan- 
val condition is g^od. However,

fire. Unfortunately that action 
proved useless — probably, Tim 
thinks, because the extinguisher 
may already have been partly 
discharged, 

Tim's father, Tim Sr., finally 
found a nearby hooked-up garden 
hose on a faucet that hadn't been 
shut off for the winter. Tim first 
tried pouring water on the now- 
major blaze from outdoors 
through the broken window. When 
he found that strategy ineffec¬ 
tive, he entered the smoke-filled 
house, with his father feeding 
to h : m until he could get 
directly at the flames through 
the laundry doorway. Fellow- 
volunteer Ted, despite his lack 
of protective gear, also went in¬ 
side to use a neighbors fire ex¬ 
tinguisher and provide backup for 
Tim. 

The first fire department of¬ 
ficer from Bra^chville, arrived 
only six to seven minutes after 
the original phone call to 911 
was logged in. The officer im¬ 
mediately ordered Tim and Ted 
out of the house. According to 
Tim, he and Ted were told they 
had put out maybe 90 percent 
of the fire. 

Out in the fresh air again, Ted 
started choking and became diz¬ 
zy from smoke inhalation. He was 
taken to Doctors Hospital where 
he was examined, treated and re¬ 
leased. No one else was injured. 

Fire destruction was almost 
completely limited to the laun¬ 
dry room, but the rest of the 
house and its contents were se¬ 
verely damaged by smoke and 
heat. GHI’s Assistant General 
manager Steve Wright estimates 
that it will cost $20,000 to $25,- 
000 to repair the structure, A 
county fire department spokes¬ 
man put a figure of $1,000 on 
personal property damage. 

GHUs Genera! Manager has 
sent a letter to the chief of the 
county fire department commend¬ 
ing the two young men as well 
as the responding fire compa¬ 
nies. The county spokesman says 
that the fire battalion officer is 
also putting Tim and Ted in for 
commendations. And during an 
interview in Tim’s home two days 
later, the pride felt by his moth¬ 
er was clearly evident, Tim him¬ 
self was quick to give credit 
for the help provided by his 
father. 

GHI’s Wright sees this event 
as emphasizing for all GHI 
homeowners and renters how es¬ 
sential it is for them to insure 
their personal property, includ¬ 
ing appliances. The housing co¬ 
operative insures only the struc¬ 
tures, not their contents, (The 
same is true for rental units 
throughout the city.)

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Remembering Tilford Dudley THetcU 

by Sandra Barnes 

One of the last persons connected to Franklin Roose¬ 
velt’s New Deal—and the building of the Greenbelt towns 
—died recently at the age of 82. Tilford E. Dudley was 
a young lawyer with the Resettlement Administration when 
he was called upon by Rexford Tugwell, part of the so-called 
FDR “brain trust” and head of the RA, to acquire land in 
several parts of the country to build the “green towns” 
project. 


As the nation was trying to 
recover from the Depression, 
building housing for low income 
persons was seen by the Admin¬ 
istration as a way to employ the 
jobless and to house those who 
were living in overcrowded con¬ 
ditions in the cities. To accom¬ 
plish this end, Tugwell convinced 
the President that planned com¬ 
munities could be built in the 
style of English garden cities 
which incorporated recreational 
and commercial activities on the 
border of a residential area, all 
surrounded by a belt of green 

To carry out this mandate, 
Dudley went to Ohio, New Jersey, 
and Wisconsin to acquire large 
tracts of land secretly. Discretion 
was crucial because, if the gov¬ 
ernment’s interests had become 
known, the price of the land 
would undoubtedly escalate. The 
government had previously ac¬ 
quired large holdings of land 
outside of Washington when it 
built the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center. Much of the 
land used for the development 
of Greenbelt had already been 
purchased when Dudley began his 
search. 

Tilford Dudley was thus an 
important figure in development 
of Greenbelt’s sister cities, 
Greendale, Wisconsin and Green- 
bills, Ohio. A fourth projected 
city, Greenbrook, New Jersey, 
was pever built following strong

He was an 
invited guest at the “Greenbelt 
Conference on New Towns,” 
where he introduced the keynote 
speaker, Roosevelt historian Wil¬ 
liam Leuchtenberg. Dudley’s re¬ 
collections of FDR, Tugwell and 
the land acquisition for the green 
towns, as well as his warm re¬ 
gard for Greenbelt, are treas¬ 
ured memories of those involved 
in the conference. Dudley had a 
long and distinguished career in 
the federal government, pri¬ 
marily as an attorney for various 
labor organizations.

both revenues and expenditures 
turned out slightly below budget, 
resulting in a deficit of $80,736 
(.97% of total expenditures of 
$8,300,423). Giese called the fail¬ 
ure to meet revenue predic¬ 
tions, which staff tries to under¬ 
estimate slightly, “disappointing” 
and a possible sign of decreasing 
economic growth. He noted that 
receipts from the admissions and 
amusements tax had declined. 

Giese recommended that the 
city ask the auditors to survey 
its records in February, allowing 
time to address any remaining 
problems before the close of the 
current fiscal year. 

Council tentatively scheduled a 
March 6 executive session to dis¬ 
cuss the Fraternal Order of Po¬ 
lice’s request for collective bar¬ 
gaining. Bram objected to the 
work session, saying that she 
was prepared to take action that 
night. Weidenfeld said that the 
council members need time to 
discuss the proposal among them¬ 
selves and with the city solicitor. 

At the request of White, coun¬ 
cil directed staff to look into 
several issues raised by the re¬ 
location of the police department, 
including building security and 
access of citizens to information 
posted in the municipal building 
lobby. 

Board Appointments 

Council appointed Ray McCaw- 
ley to the Advisory Planning 
Board (APB), Joyce Martin to 
the Board of Elections, and San¬ 
dy Getz and Shawn Orange to 
the Crime Prevention Committee 
(CPC). 

The newly created Senior Citi¬ 
zens Advisory Committee was 
staffed with Marjorie Berge- 
mann, Helen Geller, Leonie Pen¬ 
ney. Bob Rudd, Betty Timer, 
Booker T. Hughes, Tony Pisano 
and Benjamin Wollery. Karen 
Haseley, the city’s Therapeutic 


Recreation Supervisor, will serve 
as staff liaison to the committee. 

Council also filled the Com¬ 
munity Center Task Force, ap¬ 
pointing William Stratton, Marie 
Tousignant, James Maher, Janet 
Jacobs-Parker, Sandra Schwartz 
and Brenda Cooley. The commit¬ 
tee also will have city board rep¬ 
resentatives Joyce Chestnut 
(APB), Keith Chernikoff (Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board), 
Sharon Alfaro (Community Rela¬ 


tions Advisory Board) and Bar¬ 
bara Simon (Arts Advisory Com¬ 
mittee). Assistant City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin was appoint¬ 
ed staff liaison. 

Legislation 

Council approved a supplemen¬ 
tal appropriation from the re¬ 
placement fund for the purchase 
of new equipment. Most of the 
equipment has already been pur¬ 
chased. The only issue remaining 
is what budget account will be 


charged. The appropriation of 
$23,600 covers telephone equip¬ 
ment for the new police station 
not provided for in the original 
purchase, additional police com¬ 
puters and the purchase of a 
used tow truck. Giese took the 
blame for the computer alloca¬ 
tion. He said the police had 
thought the additional equipment 
would be covered under the fur¬ 
nishings budget. He said that the 
$9,500 originally allocated was 
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to cover two printers and some 
terminals, while in reality one 
printer cost approximately $9,000. 

While all council members vot¬ 
ed for the ordinance, Isaacs ex¬ 
pressed concern about the size 
of the two mistakes. White ob¬ 
jected to the tow truck purchase, 
previously authorized by council. 
He feared that when the used 
truck wore out, a new replace¬ 
ment would attain the status of 
a necessity.

Dr. Frank Pisciotta, Gastroenterologist 

Listening To Your Body's Language 



I f you think the way com¬ 
puters work is complicat¬ 
ed, think for a minute about 
your own body. Everything 
we do—from taking a step to 
reading a page to processing 
food—requires enormous co¬ 
ordination of systems within. 
When something is going 
wrong, the body often sends 
out signals to warn us. 

These signals are com¬ 
monly known as symptoms, 
and are the body’s way of 
telling us that something 
needs attention. 

Dr. Frank Pisciotta, an 
area gastroenterologist, 
states, ’Two common signs of 
a digestive system in trouble 
are diarrhea and constipa¬ 
tion. Others include pailful 
swallowing, heartburn, nau¬ 
sea, cramping, unexplained 
weight loss, discoloration of 
tissue or the presence of 
blood in the stool.” 

Dr. Pisciotta says that 
for some 20 million Ameri¬ 
cans, minor digestive upsets 
are a daily problem. Accord¬ 
ing to the National Institutes 
of Health figures, another 20 
million are chronically ill 
with serious gastrointestinal 
disorders. 

He states, "Almost every¬ 


one suffers from occasional 
bouts of heartburn. Chang¬ 
ing eating habits may help 
dramatically, however, if 
within a week's time self-care 
measures don't help, it's time 
to seek medical advice. The 
acids caused by heartburn 
can actually erode the esoph¬ 
agus and cause painful ul¬ 
cers. Your doctor can likely 
prescribe something to pre¬ 
vent it." 

Common sense, he says, 


is the key. Many people wait 
too long for the symptoms to 
disappear on their own. By 
the time they seek medical 
advice, the problem has ad¬ 
vanced to a more complicat¬ 
ed stage. 

Most digestive diseases 
are highly treatable in their 
early stages, includes malig¬ 
nancies. Early tumors can 
usually be effectively re¬ 
moved with little or no dis¬ 
comfort by a simple in-office 


procedure called endoscopy. 
Dr. Pisciotta has offices that 
include endoscopy facilities, 
as well as on-site lab, and X- 
ray, so there is no undue dis¬ 
ruption of the patient's daily 
routine. Should there be a 
need, he has hospital privi¬ 
leges at many of the areas 
finest facilities. 

He says, 'We often see 
patients who have suffered 
for weeks or months before 
they come in, thinking that 
the problem would go away. 
Our staff understands the 
importance of early treat¬ 
ment, so when someone 
calls, we accommodate them 
right away. A thorough eval¬ 
uation and program of treat¬ 
ment, if needed, begins im¬ 
mediately." 

Dr. Pisciotta, who is a 
graduate of the Universities 
of Maryland and Texas Medi¬ 
cal School, trained at Insti¬ 
tutes including Hahnemann 
Medical Center and Hospital 
In Philadelphia; M.D. Ander¬ 
son Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston; St Maiy’s 
Hospital at the University of 
Rochester in New York and 
Washington Hospital Center 
in Washington, D.C. He pre¬ 
scribes preventive measures 


as ways in which to avoid 
having trouble. 

"Eat slowly,” he advises, 
"and as your mother always 
told you, chew your food 
well. Have plenty of high- 
fiber food in your diet, drink 
alcohol only in moderation, 
don't smoke cigarettes, and 
be aware of any changes in 
your body’s normal patterns. 
If you have doubts concern¬ 
ing the seriousness of a con¬ 
dition, see a doctor. Ignoring 
symptoms for long periods of 
time can wind up being very 
costly in terms of your 
health. When your body 
talks, listen."

It's been just a year since the 
Green belt Library was complete¬ 
ly renovated, including new 
paint, new carpeting, and a new 
Computer Connection. This year 
will bring additional changes. 

Since March the library has 
offered the free use of computers 
at the “Computer Connection.” 
This service has been augmented 
by the addition of several soft¬ 
ware packages including “Word 
Perfect” for the Mac, “Microsoft 
Excel,” “Turbo Pascal,” and for 
genealogists, “Family Reunion” 
for the IBM. The library has 
three machines, an Apple HE, 
Macintosh Plus, and an IBM Mo¬ 
del 30, PSII. All have dot-matrix 
printers. Time is often limited, 
so customers should reserve time 
in advance by calling 345-5800.

accept on the site. He said that 
Ms upper limit is 300,000 square 
feet. Putens had earlier stated 
a preference for 200,000 square 
feet. Isaacs questioned the like¬ 
lihood that the develooer would 
decrease his lowest proposal by 
an additional 33 percent to ob¬ 
tain council approval, 

Wilson urged the importance 
of council's speaking to the rec¬ 
ord on the proper Sunrise zon¬ 
ing by the time the record closes 
at the end of February. She 
said that if anything changed by 
the end of May, council could 
inform the district council. 

(At a February 5 work session, 
council learned that the devel¬ 
oper is unwilling to consider any 
proposal to limit commercial de¬ 
velopment to less than 510,000 
square feet. Given this situation, 
council agreed to oppose rezon¬ 
ing to C-10.) 

Green Springs II 

Subject to completion of a legal 
agreement between the city and 
developer, council agreed to sup¬ 
port rezoning for the Green 
Springs II property. This develop¬ 
ment is to be built on the re¬ 
maining portion of the Magnolia 
Farms property. The land is lo¬ 
cated along Hanover Parkway, 
near Good Luck Road. The prop¬ 
erty is comprised of two parcels 
—one a twenty-acre parcel south 
of Hanover Parkway on Good 
Luck Road, the other a five-acre 
tract north of Hanover. 

The developer wants council 
support for rezoning the larger 
parcel to R-55. This section 
would be used for single family 
homes of the same type as the 
adjacent Green Springs I prop¬ 
erty. While this zoning would 
normally permit higher density, 
attorney Michelle LaRocca said 
that the company is willing to 


enter into covenants with the city 
limiting building density to that 
permitted under R-80. Richmond 
American President Thomas Pel- 
lerito said that the company 
wants the greater flexibility 
granted under R-55, which places 
fewer restrictions on lot sizes and 
setbacks. 

The company's preferred pro¬ 
posal was for townhouses on the 
small parcel. Ken Bergs, Vice 
President for Land Development, 
explained that the triangular 
property backs up to the PEPCO 
right of way, with a steep hill 
rising to the property line. He 
said that PEPCO has informed 
the company that no regrading 
can be done on PEPCO property, 

Bergs argued that townhouses 
are better suited to placement 
along the grade. Pellerito said 
that although townhouses “work 
best” on the site, the company 
would not insist on this type of 
construction. Council indicated a 
willingness to support R-55 (sin¬ 
gle family) rezoning for both 
parcels, provided a legal agree¬ 
ment is reached by the February 
12 regular meeting. 

Transit District Overlay 

Wilson described the Transit 
District Overlay (TDO) proposed 
for the area around the planned 
Metro station. She said that the 
TDO is prepared by the district 
council and Park and Planning 
staff, not by private developers. 
This overlay will permit the city 
to influence the county plan. 

According to Wilson, the ma¬ 
jor issue in the SMA concerns 
the boundaries of the TDO. The 
current nronosal includes only 
the A. H. Smith property and 
the Metro station, Wilson sug¬ 
gested that all properties be¬ 
tween Kenilworth Avenue and 
Greenbelt Road and between the 


Beltway and the railroad tracks 
be included. She argued that once 
the Metro is built, market forces 
will create development pressures 
on Beltway Plaza and Springhill 
Lake, > 

Originally, Wilson's recom¬ 
mendation had not included the 
school bus lot next to Beltway 
Plaza. She said she would re¬ 
view this possibility and present 
a final opinion at the February 
12 meeting. 

White and Isaacs were con¬ 
cerned that inclusion of Spring- 
hill Lake and Beltway Plaza 
might create additional pressures 
for redevelopment. He asked if 
the TDO would give the county 
control over access, transporta¬ 
tion improvements and amenities. 
Wilson said that the TDO will 
serve as a comprehensive master 
plan for the area and would 
thus address all of White's con¬ 
cerns. 

Bram saw the inclusion of these 
properties as a plus. Giese said 
that he “has always had con¬ 
cerns” about Springhill Lake. 
He was worried about what would 
happen when such a large num¬ 
ber of units, all built at the 
same time, got old. He hoped that 
Metro would provide an incentive 
for the owners to continue to 
upgrade and improve the prop¬ 
erty. 

Weidenfeld agreed, the owners 
of these two prooerties, he said, 
are aware that Metro is coming; 
most likely they are looking at 
ways to get more value from 
their properties. Weidenfeld said 
that the TDO would provide a 
more comprehensive approach to 
development, rather than allow¬ 
ing each owner to plan inde¬ 
pendently. Putens also supported 
the TDO, saying that Metro will 
be the driver for redevelopment, 

Rick Meetre suggested seeking 
open space zoning for the wet- 
lands on the Smith property, 


Wilson said, however, that pri¬ 
vately owned property cannot be 
zoned in this manner. She said 
that this process would be con¬ 
sidered as an illegal taking of 
the owner's property rights. In 
order to do so, the government 
would have to reimburse the own¬ 
er for the lost value, 

Weidenfeld noted that even 
within the current industrial zon¬ 
ing, some areas may be unusable 
because of wetlands and flood- 
plain considerations. These pro¬ 
hibitions on use do not consti¬ 
tute a taking of property rights.
